Any registered voter may 
request an absentee ballot 
for the June 2 Primary Elec- 
tion. To vote absentee-by- 
mail, voters who qualify 
must complete an absen- 
tee-by-mail application. 
These are available online at 
www.IndianaVoters.com. 
Voters may also submit their 
request by mail, email or 
fax. The application must be 
completed and received by 
the county election board or 
the Indiana Election Division 
by Thursday, May 21. After 
an application has been 
received, the voter will be 
mailed a Primary Election 
ballot. The voter must then 
complete the ballot, and 
return it to the county elec- 
tion board by noon Election 
Day, June 2.

NMPD chief warns 
against marketing agency 


Company's founder, 
president, CEO 
calls it a ‘simple 
misunderstanding’

North Manchester Police 
Department (NMPD) Chief 
Jim Kirk warned area busi- 
nesses against contributing 


The date would 


to a company named FIVE- 
FISH in a Tuesday state- 
ment to the Plain Dealer. 
However, Sean Sieja, the 
business’ founder, president 
and CEO, called it a “simple 
misunderstanding.” 

“They are trying to sell 
refrigerator magnets say- 
ing the proceeds benefit the 
NMPD,” stated Kirk. “We 
are not involved with this 
company in any form.” 

In response to a Plain 
Dealer request Wednesday, 


the NMPD confirmed they 
knew of one person who had 
already given money. 

“Five Fish is a legitimate 
business. The problem was 
they were calling area busi- 
nesses and soliciting money 
on behalf of NMPD using 
Jim Kirk’s name. Chief Kirk 
never permitted them to col- 
lect any funds or to use his 
name,” stated the NMPD. 

FIVEFISH is a marketing 
agency founded in Mes- 
quite, Texas by Sieja. 


“Magnetic directories 
serve as a resource to your 
community and not just 
a weekly mailer which 
routinely winds up in the 
bottom of a trashcan. Our 
magnets are provided to the 
households in your commu- 
nity free of charge because 
of advertisers like you,” 
stated the company. “Each 
business that advertises on 
our Magnetic Directories

WCPL hopes to re-open June 15 


correspond to the 
Start of stage four 
of Holcomb’s plan

At the Wabash Carnegie 
Public Library (WCPL) 
board meeting Tuesday, 
members looked forward to 
re-opening the building to 
the public Monday, June 15. 

In response to a Plain 
Dealer request, Ware W. 
Wimberly III, WCPL execu- 
tive director, stated this date 
was selected in concurrence 
with stage four of Gov. Eric 
Holcomb’s re-opening plan 
for the state. 

“We will continue curb- 
side service until while 
looking to expand that,’ 
stated Wimberly. 

Wimberly stated the board 
also voted to extend the time 
full-time staff could use 
earned vacation days “due 
to COVID-19 pandemic and 
stay at home order.” 

In accordance with the 
statewide “Back on Track 
Indiana” plan, the library 
began offering curbside 
pickup service on Monday, 
May 11, stated Rachel Cas- 
tle, WCPL community out- 
reach coordinator. 

“In order to help minimize 
the spread of COVID-19, 
the Wabash Carnegie Public 
Library building is currently 
closed to the public,” stated 
Castle. 

Castle stated curbside 
pickup service will be avail- 
able from noon to 4 p.m. 
Mondays, Wednesdays, and 
Fridays. Anyone with a val- 
id library card can place an

order by phone or through 
the library’s online catalog. 

“In an effort to mini- 
mize crowd congestion and 
maximize social distanc- 
ing, pickup time will be 


scheduled when the order 
is placed. Curbside orders 
will be limited to five adult 
or young adult books and 
20 children’s books for the 
time being.”

USDA approves Indiana 
as one of 13 new states to 
accept SNAP benefits online 


Virtual purchasing now 
available to more than 
90 percent of 
participants nationwide

U.S. Secretary of Agri- 
culture Sonny Perdue an- 
nounced that households 
in 13 new states — Con- 
necticut, Georgia, Illinois, 
Indiana, Maryland, Mas- 
sachusetts, Michigan, New 
Jersey, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Pennsylvania, Tennessee, 
and Virginia — will soon 
be able to purchase food 
online with their Supple- 
mental Nutrition Assistance 
Program (SNAP) benefits, 
according to a press release. 

Once operational, on- 
line purchasing will be 
available in 36 states and 
the District of Columbia, 
home to more than 90 per- 


cent of SNAP participants. 
Also, Perdue announced 
an expansion of inde- 
pendently owned and 
operated retail stores be- 
yond those included in the 
original pilot. Soon more 
SNAP authorized retail- 
ers, under multiple store 
banners, will be accepting 
SNAP benefits online. 
“On April 18, 2019, Per- 
due announced the launch 
of the two-year SNAP on- 
line purchasing pilot that 
began in New York before 
being rolled out to addi- 
tional states. As part of its 
response to COVID-19, 
USDA’s Food and Nutri- 
tion Service (FNS) has 
worked closely with all 
interested states, retailers, 
and benefit processors to 
make online purchasing 
a reality for more SNAP 
households,” stated the

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Famed Three Floyds brewpub 
to remain closed indefinitely 


MUNSTER (AP) — The 
coronavirus pandemic has 
prompted the founder of 
one of the most iconic — 
and crowded — brewpubs in 
the Midwest to close indef- 
initely. 

Nick Floyd said that de- 
spite the fact that Indiana 
is allowing businesses to 
reopen, he believes reopen- 
ing Three Floyds Brew- 
ing’s pub in Munster was 
too risky to employees and 
customers alike. 

“I can’t put people in 


danger; no one should die 
over a beer,” Floyd told the 
Chicago Tribune in a text 
message of his decision he 
made after Indiana allowed 
restaurants to reopen at half 
capacity May 11 and will 
allow bars to do the same 
June 14. “I would die for 
beer and probably will, but 
I’m not going to make peo- 
ple endanger themselves.” 
Floyd called furloughing 
the staff at the brewpub, 
which has been operating 
in Munster since 2000, “the

building closure will auto- 
matically renew for patrons 
and fines will be waived on 
any items that might slip 
through the cracks. 

Castle stated the library’s 
Wi-Fi is still accessible at all 
times from outside the build- 
ing, as well. Services such 
as Tumblebooks and other 
free resources, are available 
to everyone, even without a 
library card, and can be ac- 
cessed through the library’s 
website at www.wabash.lib.

will receive samples to pass 
out to their clients. The re- 
maining quantities will be 
made available to the public 
through one of many distri- 
bution channels like your 
local Police/Fire/Sheriff De- 
partments, City or County 
Offices or other comparable 
high traffic retail centers.” 

In response to a Plain 
Dealer request Wednesday, 
Sieja stated it was “a simple 
misunderstanding and it can 
happen and sincerely apolo- 
gize for any misunderstand- 
ing with Mr. Kirk.” 

“When our potential cus- 
tomers ask ‘Where is your 
publication going to be dis- 
tributed?’, we do have an 
obligation to let them know 
where the point of distribu- 
tion is and my account reps 
would make a statement as 
such, ‘The North Manches- 
ter publications is going out 
through the North Manches-

Three Floyds fans won’t 
go thirsty. Floyd said the 
brewery and distillery will 
continue operating. Like 
other breweries during the 
pandemic, Three Floyds 
has been selling its beer 
online and offering con- 
tact-free curbside pickup. 
But Floyd said he won’t re- 
open the brewpub until he 
thinks it’s safe to do so, and 
that may be a year or two 
away.

The dispatch, secretary, oth- 
er officers, etc. do not know 
who FIVEFISH is or our re- 
lationship to their organiza- 
tion are and we don’t want to 
steer anyone wrong,” stated 
Sieja. 

Sieja stated they did speak 
to Kirk on Feb. 6. 

“However we did not start 
obtaining advertisers till 
now due to COVID 19 slow- 
ing down our operations for 
the past few months. None- 
theless, it is never our inten- 
tion to misrepresent our dis- 
tributors relationships as ... 
they are the backbone of our 
company. We have worked 
with several hundred nation- 
wide and while most, if not 
all, would shout from the 


rooftops that they love our 
magnets and are a beneficial 
resource to the community, I 
simply have a moral objec- 
tion to asking any public en- 
tity (most of our distributors) 
to ever endorse a private 
company such as mine. We 
do ask all of our customers 
to let us know and you can 
find those on Google,” stated 
Sieja. 

The company has a 4.6- 
out of 5-star rating on Goo- 
gle, and Sieja pointed out 
that “unfortunately we can’t 
please everyone, but as you 
notice, I respond to every 
complaint we receive.” 

“For now, my understand- 
ing is that Mr. Kirk is going 
to accept and distribute the 
publication for the advertis- 
ers that did want to adver- 
tise on the publication and 
we hope to be of service to 
the North Manchester com- 
munity again in the future,” 
stated Sieja.

Astronauts arrive 
for NASA’s Ist home 
launch in decade

CAPE CANAVERAL, 
Fla. — The two astronauts 
who will end a nine-year 
launch drought for NASA 
arrived at Kennedy Space 
Center on Wednesday, ex- 
actly one week before their 
historic SpaceX flight. 

It will be the first time 
a private company, rather 
than a national government, 
sends astronauts into orbit. 

NASA test pilots Doug 
Hurley and Bob Behnken 
flew to Florida from Hous- 
ton aboard one of the space 
agency’s jets. 

“It’s an incredible time for 
NASA and the space pro- 
gram, once again launching 
U.S. crews from Florida and 
hopefully in just a week 
from about right now,” Hur- 
ley told reporters minutes 
after arriving. 

Hurley was one of the four 
astronauts who arrived at 
Kennedy on July 4, 2011, 
for the final space shuttle 
flight, “so it’s incredibly 
humbling to be here to start 
out the next launch from the 
United States.” 

“We feel it as an opportu- 
nity but also a responsibility 
for the American people, for 
the SpaceX team, for all of 
NASA,” Behnken added. 

The two are scheduled to 
blast off next Wednesday af- 
ternoon atop a SpaceX Fal- 
con 9 rocket, bound for the 
International Space Station. 


They'll soar from the same 
pad where Atlantis closed 
out the shuttle program in 
2011, the last home launch 
for NASA astronauts. 

Since then, the only way 
to the space station for as- 
tronauts has been on Rus- 
sian rockets launched from 
Kazakhstan. 

Greeting the astronauts at 
Kennedy’s former shuttle 
landing strip were the cen- 
ter’s director, former shuttle 
commander Robert Cabana, 
and NASA Administrator 
Jim Bridenstine. 

“You really are a bright 
light for all of America right 
now,” Bridenstine told them. 

The welcoming commit- 
tee was reduced drastically 
in size because of the coro- 
navirus pandemic. There 
were no handshakes for 
the astronauts, who did not 
wear masks but kept their 
distance at separate micro- 
phones. Both Cabana and 
Bridenstine wore masks 
except while addressing 
the crowd; so did the ap- 
proximately 20 journalists 
standing more than 20 feet 
away. 

During these tough times, 
Bridenstine said, “this is a 
moment when we can all 
look and be inspired as to 
what the future holds.” 

NASA’s commercial crew 
program has been years in 
the making. Boeing, the 
competing company, isn’t 
expected to launch its first 
astronauts until next year.

Social distancing, 
without the police 


f the 125 people arrested over 

offenses that law enforcement 
officials described as related to the 
coronavirus pandemic, 113 were 
black or Hispanic. Of the 374 sum- 
monses from March 16 to May 5, a 
vast majority — 300 — were given to 
black and Hispanic New Yorkers. 

Videos of some of the arrests are 
hard to watch. In one posted to Face- 
book last week, a group of some 
six police officers are seen tackling 
a black woman in a subway station 
as her young child looks on. “‘She’s 
got a baby with her!” a bystander 
shouts. Police officials told The 
Daily News the woman had refused 
to comply when officers directed 
her to put the mask she was wearing 
over her nose and mouth. 

Contrast that with photographs 
across social media showing crowds 
of sun-seekers packed into parks 
in wealthy, whiter areas of the city, 
lounging undisturbed as police 
officers hand out masks. 

So it is obvious that the city needs 
a different approach to enforcing 
public health measures during the 
pandemic. Mayor Bill de Blasio 
seems to understand this, and he has 
promised to hire 2,300 people to 
serve as social distancing “ambas- 
sadors.” 

Hopefully, the mayor will think 


bigger. 

One promising idea, promoted by 
City Councilman Brad Lander and 
others, is to build quickly a kind 
of “public health corps” to enforce 
social-distancing measures. 

In this approach, specially trained 
civilians could fan out across the 
neighborhoods and parks, helping 
with pedestrian traffic control and 
politely encouraging New Yorkers 
entering parks to protect one another 
by wearing masks and keeping their 
distance. Police Department school 
safety agents, who are not armed, 
could help. Such a program could 
also provide much-needed employ- 
ment for young people, especially 
with New York’s summer jobs 
program, which serves people 14 to 
24, threatened by budget cuts. 

Another method to help social-dis- 
tancing efforts may be the commu- 
nity-based groups that have been 
effective in reducing gun violence in 
some of the city’s toughest neigh- 
borhoods. 

The Police Department would play 
only a minimal role in this approach, 
stepping in to help with crowd con- 
trol, for example, something it does 
extremely well. 

Without a significant course cor- 
rection, the department’s role in the 
pandemic may look more and more 


like stop-and-frisk, the policing 
tactic that led to the harassment of 
hundreds of thousands of innocent 
people, most of them black and His- 
panic, while rarely touching white 
New Yorkers. Mr. de Blasio has 
scoffed at the comparison, though 
it’s not clear why. 

Aggressive police enforcement of 
social-distancing measures is nearly 
certain to harm the health and dig- 
nity of the city’s black and Hispanic 
residents. 

It could also diminish respect for 
the Police Department. Which is 
why it makes sense that the city’s 
largest police union has said that 
its members want little to do with 
social-distancing enforcement. “The 
N.Y.P.D. needs to get cops out of 
the social-distancing-enforcement 
business altogether,’ Patrick Lynch, 
president of the Police Benevolent 
Association, said in a statement on 
May 4. On this issue, Mr. Lynch 
gets it. 

New York is facing a public health 
crisis, not a spike in crime. Black 
and Hispanic New Yorkers are 
already suffering disproportionately 
from the coronavirus. They don’t 
need more policing. They need more 
help.

An attempt to exclude 
conservatives from the legal debate 


he 15-judge Committee on 

Codes of Conduct of the 
Judicial Conference of the United 
States has circulated to all federal 
judges “for review and comment” a 
draft opinion that, although seem- 
ingly evenhanded, is disturbing 
and perhaps cynical. To reasonable 
readers, the draft seems tailored 
to injure the Federalist Society. 
Without necessarily imputing to the 
committee this purpose, the pro- 
posed code of behavior for federal 
judges, if adopted, would have the 
predictable effect of discouraging 
membership in the society that 
has challenged the American Bar 
Association’s preeminence in the 
nation’s legal culture. 

Since 1982, when the Federalist 
Society was born out of a confer- 
ence at Yale Law School, it has 
contested liberalism’s hegemony in 
the legal profession. The soci- 
ety’s unchanging aim has been to 
leaven with conservatism — through 
forums and debates — the student 
bodies and professoriates of the 
most prestigious law schools, 
whose graduates clerk for federal 
judges, and whose law reviews 
shape the nation’s jurisprudential 
conversation. Now the committee 
on “codes of conduct’ proposes to 
declare judges’ membership in the 
society to be ethically problematic 
— actually unethical — conduct. 

The draft opinion also disap- 
proves of judges’ “involvement” 
with the American Constitution 
Society, but this is transparently 
tactical balancing: The ACS is 
much smaller and less consequen- 
tial than the Federalist Society it 
was launched in 2001 to emulate. A 
Quixote in search of a windmill, the 
ACS exists for the unheroic task of 
defending a congenial status quo, 
liberalism’s dominance of the legal 
culture. 

In “The Rise of the Conservative 
Legal Movement” (2008) Steven 
M. Teles documents how the 


Federalist Society 
George burgeoned as part 
Will of the “conservative 


countermobiliza- 
tion” against the 
entrenchment — in 
elite law schools 
and firms — of 
post-New Deal legal 
liberalism, which 
still embraces an ac- 
tivist state, and equality rather than 
liberty as “the central constitutional 
value.” Entrenchment was deep- 
est at ideologically monochrome 
law schools where the faculty is 
tenured and self-reproducing, and 
in public-interest law firms lavishly 
backed by the Ford Foundation. 

The Federalist Society has been 
scrupulous about what Teles calls 
“boundary maintenance”: Facilitat- 
ing members through networking 
and the development of conserva- 
tive ideas “rather than directly in- 
fluencing the actions of government 
itself.” The society has taken an 
“indirect approach to legal change,” 
rather than litigating and lobbying. 
Only people unfamiliar with the 
many (and often discordant) flavors 
of conservative legal thought 
(originalism, textualism, judicial 
restraint, judicial engagement, etc.) 
can believe that the society possess- 
es and enforces an orthodoxy. 

The authors of the draft opinion 
are probably concerned about 
the perception of the judiciary as 
drenched in politics. This percep- 
tion was deepened by liberals’ 
successful mass mobilization in op- 
position to Ronald Reagan’s 1987 
nomination of Robert Bork (Yale 
Law professor and then judge on 
the D.C. Circuit Court of Appeals), 
and by Senate Republicans’ shabby 
refusal in 2016 to give Barack 
Obama’s Supreme Court nominee, 
Merrick Garland, hearings and a 
vote. 

The draft opinion’s real purpose, 
however, is revealed by its conclu- 


sion that judges’ involvement with 
the American Bar Association is not 
problematic. The opinion’s authors 
are right that judges must have a 
sense of boundaries: They should 
avoid involving themselves with 
organizations that, for example, file 
amicus briefs to influence courts’ 
deliberations. But the ABA, unlike 
the Federalist Society, does this. 

The draft opinion concedes that 
the ABA advocates “for particular 
constituencies, causes, or agen- 
das.” Ed Whelan, president of the 
Ethics and Public Policy Center, 
calls this “an astounding under- 
statement”: The ABA’s Washington 
lobbying office advocates many 
policies, some unconnected with 
the practice of law. And it has a 
Grassroots Action Center that mo- 
bilizes support for (mostly liberal) 
causes. The fact, stressed by the 
draft opinion, that the ABA has “a 
separate membership section for 
judges” is trivial: This is a cosmetic 
device that indicates an uneasy 
conscience; it does nothing to dilute 
judges’ association with the ABA’s 
substantial political, and substan- 
tially liberal, agenda. 

The Federalist Society has always 
been (according to a founder, Ste- 
ven Calabresi, a professor at North- 
western University Law School) 

a “conservative university without 
walls.” Unfortunately, the draft 
opinion is congruent with practices 
rampant in lesser universities: It 
serves those who prefer to injure 
and exclude rather than debate and 
refute intellectual adversaries. 

Teles says the Federalist Soci- 
ety has always understood this: 
“Changing legal culture required 
shaking the self-confidence of 
liberal lawyers by challenging their 
perception that they had a monop- 
oly on serious legal thought.” The 
draft opinion reflects the mentality 
of the shaken.

The United States 
is a country 
to be pitied 


nly a handful of nations on earth 

have arguably done a worse job of 
handling the coronavirus pandemic than 
the United States. What has happened to 
us? How did we become so dysfunction- 
al? When did we become so incompe- 
tent? 

The shocking and deadly failures by 
President Trump and his administration 
have been well document- 
ed — we didn’t isolate, we 
didn’t test, we didn’t con- 
tact-trace, we waited too 
long to lock down. But 
Trump’s gross unfitness is 
only part of the problem. 
The phrase “American ex- 
ceptionalism” has always 
meant different things to 
different people — that this 
nation should be admired, 
or perhaps that it should be feared. Not 
until now, at least in my lifetime, has it 
suggested that the United States should 
be pitied. 

No amount of patriotism or pride can 
change the appalling facts. The pandemic 
is acting like a stress test for societies 
around the world, and ours is in danger 
of failing. 

I’m used to thinking of a nation like 
South Korea as a kind of junior partner, 

a beneficiary of American expertise 

and aid. Yet the U.S. death toll from 
COVID-19 stands at 85,000 while South 
Korea’s fatalities total 260. That is not a 
typo. How could a nation with barely half 
our per-capita income have done so much 
better? Washington has been Seoul’s 
patron and teacher for more than six de- 
cades, yet somehow we apparently have 
unlearned much of what we taught. 

Much closer to home, Trump’s boasting 
about how his border wall is supposedly 
helping protect Americans against the 
virus is a joke. Mexico’s reported death 
rate from COVID-19 is a small fraction 
of ours (though the numbers may be 
higher than the official count). In the bor- 
der town of Nogales, Mexican authorities 
are using disinfectant spray to sanitize 
visitors arriving from Arizona. 

How could it be that the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, which I 
always thought of as the premier public 
health agency in the world, so completely 
botched the development of a COVID-19 
test? We have by far the biggest economy 
in the world, and we believe we have the 
most advanced science. Yet for the first 
months of the pandemic, as the corona- 
virus silently spread, we were essentially 
blind. By the time we had eyes on the 
enemy, it was too late. 

We have managed to slow the spread of 
the virus, but I worry we lack the social 
cohesion to stay the course. On Wednes- 
day, the Wisconsin Supreme Court inval- 
idated Gov. Tony Evers’ extension of his 
stay-at-home order. By evening, bars in 
some Wisconsin cities were packed — no 
social distancing, no masks. In Mil- 
waukee and several other jurisdictions, 
however, orders by local officials kept 
the bars closed. What are the Wisconsin 
cities that remain closed supposed to 
do? Set up roadblocks to keep outsiders 
away? 

The Florida Keys have done just that: 
Since March 27, checkpoints have been 
in place to keep visitors from entering the 
island chain — which has seen just 95 cas- 
es of COVID-19 and only three deaths. 
The America I know, or thought I knew, 
is one of restlessness, free movement, 
open roads. Until there is a vaccine, post- 
COVID America may be very different. 

Thanks to Trump, we have no coher- 
ent national plan to survive the pan- 
demic. But also thanks to the federal 
government — and I include Congress 
as well as the president — we lack the 
kind of sturdy economic safety net 
that protects unemployed workers and 
shut-down business owners in some 
of the hardest-hit European countries 
— nations that once looked up to the 
United States as a model. In the Neth- 
erlands, for example, the government 
is granting employers up to 90 percent 
of their payroll costs so that they can 
keep paying their workers rather than 
resort to furloughs or layoffs. That kind 
of continuity ought to speed recovery 
when reopening becomes safe. 

Here, nearly 40 million workers have 
filed for unemployment. 

The European Union is working with 
the World Health Organization and other 
wealthy nations such as Japan and Saudi 
Arabia in a crash program to develop a 
COVID-19 vaccine, with initial funding 
of $8 billion. The United States has de- 
cided to go it alone with its own vaccine 
program, “Operation Warp Speed.” In 
the past, one might have bet on U.S. 
ingenuity and drive to win the race. But 
given our failure in testing, would you 
still make that bet now? And why is there 
arace at all, rather than a U.S.-led global 
effort? 

The COVID-19 pandemic has exposed 
the depth of America’s fall from great- 
ness. Ridding ourselves of Trump and 
his cronies in November will be just the 
beginning of our work to restore it.

My husband isn’t 
typically abusive, but this 
incident has me questioning 
everything. We have been 
together for 22 years and 
married for nearly 16 with 
no children. What are your 
thoughts? — Thrown Into Tur- 
moil 

DEAR THROWN: My first 
thought is that you and your 
husband need to find a health- 
ier way to deal with your 
“conflicts” than your walking 
out on him, and him saying 
nasty things into a camera 
knowing full well he might 
be heard. If your definition of 
stability is tolerating further 
verbal abuse, then you are — 
and will be — paying a high 
price for it. 

I sincerely hope the two of 
you will try to iron out your 
differences with the help of a 
licensed marriage and family 
therapist. After all the years 
you have invested in each 
other, it’s worth a shot.

Food 


Prosciutto rolls are a fresh 
and fun start to a summery 
meal. The method to make 
them is inspired by Viet- 
namese spring rolls, which 
are packed with fresh herbs 
and crisp vegetables and 
wrapped in rice paper. These 
rolls are equally fresh and 
raw, but with an Italian twist. 
Salty, savory prosciutto 
replaces the rice paper and 
bundles up crisp fennel, aru- 
gula leaves, fresh mint and 
piquant Parmesan shards. 

You can 
serve the rolls 
as a bright 
appetizer or 
as part of a 
small-plate 
meal. They 
do take time 
to assemble, 
but you can 
prepare them 
up to four 
hours in advance. Make sure 
that your filling ingredients 
are chopped and gathered 
before you begin rolling for 
ease of preparation. I prefer 
to halve the prosciutto slices 
lengthwise to make smaller 
bites. If you use an entire 
piece of prosciutto for each 
roll, then you will need 
to increase the amount of 
filling ingredients to offset 
the salt and meatiness of the 
prosciutto. 

Once you get the hang of 
making these rolls, you can 
fiddle with the ingredients to 
your liking. The important 
thing to remember is to pro- 
vide crunchy, fresh textures 
in the filling. You don’t want 
the rolls to be too flabby or 
gooey. Include crisp and leafy 
ingredients for structure and 
freshness, and to balance the 
soft, salty prosciutto. P’ve 
included several ingredient 
variations below. 


Prosciutto Rolls With 


Arugula, Fennel and Mint 
Active time: 40 minutes

8 slices prosciutto 

Extra-virgin olive oil 

Freshly ground black pepper 

Finely grated lemon zest from 
one lemon 

2 cups (packed) arugula 
leaves 

2 medium fennel bulbs, cores 
and fronds removed, bulbs 
halved lengthwise, each half 
thinly sliced lengthwise 

4 ounces Parmesan cheese, 
shaved with a vegetable 
peeler 

16 medium-large mint leaves 

For a smaller roll, halve 
the prosciutto slices length- 
wise, so you will have 16 
strips, each about | inch 
wide. 

Place one strip of prosciut- 
to on a work surface, with 
a short end closest to you. 
Lightly brush with olive oil. 
Sprinkle with black pepper 
and a pinch of lemon zest. 
Lay 4 to 6 arugula leaves, 
horizontally, at the base. 
Place a few shards of fennel 
and Parmesan over the aru- 
gula. Top with a mint leaf. 
Roll up from the base, wrap- 
ping the prosciutto tightly 
around the vegetables, and 
continue to roll, placing 1 or 
2 additional arugula leaves 
in the fold as you roll up. 
Place the roll seam side 
down on a platter. 

Repeat with remaining in- 
gredients. The rolls may be 
prepared up to four hours in 
advance. Cover with plastic 
wrap and refrigerate. Let 


them stand at room tempera- 


ture for 20 to 30 minutes be- 
fore serving. Before serving, 
lightly spritz with olive oil 
or lemon juice, if desired.

Baby spinach, sweet 
pepper, goat cheese, melon, 
mozzarella cheese, fig, brie 
cheese, rosemary, shredded 
radicchio, pear, manchego
